The Number of Victims 
Increasing. 


NEW y<mK, Dec. 21.—The number 


of lives lost by the Barclay-street ex- 
plosion mid lire, late yesterday afternoon, 
is still undetermined, but it is believed 
tlmt fully forty bodies now lie buried 
heneat Ii the ruins. 
The removal of-the 


debris, which wus begun at. 2 o'clock 
this morning, lias proceeded so far that 
the street is flour fo tho outside of the 
sidewalk in front of the ruins.
